« I 
Rise to Remark”

When I rose to remark a week 
ago on the number of alphabet­ 
ical agencies which are running 
the war, I must have tickled some 
funny bones. I have several in­ 
quiries, some from people who 
read the copy before it appeared 
in print, asking what the alpha­ 
betical designations mean. 
To begin with, let me correct 
the number. The list a week ago 
was based on information from 
the Los Angeles director of the 
“Office of Government Reports,” 
which we may expect*to be ac­ 
curate, and which I believed to 
be up-to-date. Since writing that 
column I have received a very 
interesting chart of the war pro­ 
gram, which shows “only the of­ 
fices established as a result of 
the emergency.” 
It docs include the War De­ 
partment, 
w ith 
the associated 
SSS, or Selective Service System; 
and the Department of the Navy, 
with 
the 
associated 
Marine 
Corps and Coast Guard. 
O n e 
would naturally expect these to 
be associated somehow with the 
war, even under an administra­ 
tive program which 
apparently 
places as many people in execu­ 
tive positions as it does in the 
armed forces. 
I say this advisably for a count 
of executive personnel for 
the 
month of April shows 2.034,200 
people on the Federal payroll, 
as compared with 1,251,300 for 
the previous year and about 700,-

The De­ 
partment of Agriculture is shown 
with an office for Agricultural 
War Relations. 
The 
President 
is 
properly 
shown as the head of the entire 
war program and under him is 
the “executive office of the Pres­ 
ident.” 
The following are the ones I 
mentioned last week, plus a few 
which may or may not have been 
born since that time, but are cer­ 
tainly on the chart now before 
me. I rise to remark that keep­ 
ing track of the number of ag­ 
encies involved in any Govern­ 
mental activity today is some­ 
what like trying to keep track of 
the number of rabbits you have 
in your hutches at 
any 
given 
time. I have raised rabbits and I 
have also watched 
Government 
agencies grow. 
The ones I mentioned last week, 
besides the SSS. were the OEM, 
Office of 
Emergency Manage­ 
ment, out of which branch the 
Division of Central Administra­ 
tive Services, the Division of In­ 
formation, and a “Counsel.” 
We 
also have, apparently considered 
as of equal weight with the OEM, 
the OCR or Office of Government

CHAFFEY APPEARS 


This action by the city council 
was the outgrowth 
of the fact 
John Chaffey, 
chairman of the 
War Recreation Council, appear­ 
ed before the city fathers Wed­ 
nesday night to submit three rec­ 
ommendations for their consider­ 
ation. These were as follows: 
(1) That the city council take 
whatever legal steps are neces­ 
sary to create an agency such as 
the War Chest, or designate an 
agency already in existence, to 
collect, deposit in the city treas­ 
ury and authorize the expendit­ 
ure of Canteen 
funds; and ap­ 
prove such agency operating on 
the "War Chest" plan. 
(Recom­ 
mendation Number 1 
was ap­ 
proved. and the War Recreation 
Council was authorized to make 
the drive for funds and to oper­ 
ate on the “War Chest" plan.) 
(2) That the city council ac­ 
quire a tenancy of the Field Club 
of sufficient duration to permit 
cor> ¡deration by 
the 
Federal 
Government on an application to 
construct a swimming pool for 
the use of service men. 
In view of the fact the board of 
directors of the Field Club are 
scheduled to meet in the next 
week or so, the city fathers de­ 
cided to hold over until the next 
council meeting this m atter of the 
renewal of the lease on the Field 
Club. 
Seek F.S.A. Aid 
(3) That the city council apply 
to the Federal Security Agency 
for money to build such a swim­ 
ming pool at the Field Club. 
As it is probable the city would 
either have to own the land, or 
at least have a long lease on the 
property, before the F.S.A. would 
consider building a swimming 
pool on it for service men. this 
m atter was also held over until 
the next 
meeting 
of the city 
council. 
The councilmen engaged in a 
lengthy discussion of the matter

Articles Released Regarding Gas Warfare 


By DR. WARD L. MOULD 
Medical Gas Officer, U. S. Office of Civilian Defense 


(This is the first of a series of six articles about war gases, their 
characteristics, and the measures the civilian can take to protect 
himself against gas injury.) 


1.— TH E POSSIBILITY OF GAS ATTACK 
The first step in the citizen’s defense against 
war gases is to obtain a clear understanding of 
what gas can and cannot do. 
This series is de­ 
signed in part to dispel some of the current mis­ 
information about war gases. 
Despite the increasing range and capacity of 
aircraft, a gas attack on a large enough scale to 
cause injury to a substantial portion of a large city 
is not regarded in authoritative quarters as feas­ 
ible. 
Even in limited areas gas, to be effective, 
must be used in great quantities. 
Gas might be used in an attack upon a city 
either alone or in conjunction with other weapons, 
"lie better citizens are trained and equipped to 
deal with gas the less likely it is that gas will have 
;iny appreciable effect. 
Quick-acting 
types 
of gases may be used 
against a community to produce immediate cas­ 
ualties, throw the population into a state of panic 
and disrupt their Protective Services. Slow-acting 
types, which may remain effective for several days 
in a liquid form, may be used to “contam inate” 
important factories, railroads, highways, etc., to 
prevent their use. Such gases could be sprayed or 
sprinkled from airplanes in the form of a fine rain 
or they might be contained in bombs dropped from 
planes. Citizens will find it of value to know som e­ 
thing of the varieties of gas that might be used.

War Insurance 
Available Here 
Starling June 20 


Alvin Weingarten. 
prominent 
insurance agent, with offices in

try to act as Fiduciary Agents for 
the War Damage Corporation in 
w riting 
policies 
of 
protection 
against enemy attack. 
“It will be necessary for every­ 
one who wants protection against 
enemy attacks to make his ap­ 
plication as soon as the necessary 
blanks are available, because the 
blanket protection now in force 
w ill expire, by law, June 30,” Mr. 
W eingarten said. 
The program has been worked 
out in cooperation with 
repre­ 
sentatives of the insurance indus­ 
try, and a great majority of those 
w riting fire insurance will par­ 
ticipate. Anyone wanting the pro­ 
tection can contact Mr. Weingar­ 
ten. whose office will be open all 
summer. 
The necessary manual of rates, 
rules and regulations, and appli­ 
cation blanks are being printed 
and will be distributed through­ 
out the United States on or about 
June 20. 
The policies will be issued for 
a 12-month period to cover phy­ 
sical loss of real and personal 
property which may result from 
enemy attack or action of our 
own forces in resisting enemy a t­ 
tack. Blackout, sabotage, capture, 
seizure, pillage, looting, use and 
occupancy, rent, rental value, or 
other indirect loss or consequen­ 
tial damage will not be covered. 
Effort has been made to pro­ 
vide reasonable protection at as 
low a cost to the insured as pos­ 
sible. Recognizing that losses oc­ 
casioned by war are a national 
problem. Congress specified in 
its legislation that rates for this 
protection should be geographic­ 
ally uniform, that is, the rates to 
be charged will be the same in 
the middle of the United States 
as they are on or near the coast.
